A PANEL of key 
industry figures 
came together 
to discuss the 
state of black British 
publishing at Dalston CLR 
James Library. 

With current debates 
taking place as to whether 
the traditional press will 
survive the evolution of 
e-publishing, Joy Francis, 
executive director of Words 
of Colour Productions, felt 
this was a needed discussion. 

She said: “There’s a long 
history of black publishing 
in this country. Black 
publishing should be part of 
a heritage structure.” 

The informal discussion, 
which was part of the 
Council’s Black History 
Month programme, took 
place on 24 October. It 
opened with introductions 
from the panellists, 
offering them a chance 
to reminisce about what 


motivated them to first 
pursue careers in writing, 
editing and publishing. 

The panel included 
Steve Pope, co-founder of 
independent publisher X 
Press and former editor of 
The Voice; Kadija Sesay, 
founder/publisher of 
SABLE LitMag; Jacob Ross, 
associate editor for fiction 
at Peepal Tree Press; and 
Patsy Antoine, director of 
social media training and 
content creation, Write on 
Track, and former editor at 
HarperCollins. 

A number of barriers 
within the industry were 
identified, including 
preconceptions about 


what black writing should 
be and the power of 
distribution companies. 

The notion of trust was 
also addressed by a member 
of the audience who said: 
“There appears to be a lack 
of trust in black publishing, 
particularly from talented 
black writers towards 
black publishing houses. 
Collaboration and mutual 
support is crucial.” 

Addressing the growth 
of e-publishing, there was 
unanimous agreement 
that this technological 
development presented a 
shift in power, opening the 
market more for writers as 
well as publishers. 


Jacob Ross described it as 
‘an enormous opportunity.’ 
Adding: “For the first 
time writers can say no to 
publishers for deals that are 
not fair.” 

However, the panel also 
agreed that this new format 
raised concerns about the 
quality of material that 
could be published. 

The discussion 
concluded with questions 
and comments from the 
audience. There was an 
overall agreement that 
more needs to be done 
to support black authors 
and publishing in order to 
address the gap that still 
exists in the market.

New bridge to Olympic Park 

A NEW footbridge has opened providing a direct link from 
Hackney Wick to Queen Elizabeth Olympic Park. 

The pedestrianised bridge connects Wallis Road to 
Waterden Road, crossing the Lea Navigation canal and 
emerging inside the park near iCITY and the Copper Box. 
The new route is set to reduce journey times to and 
from the park for residents and visitors, as well as help 
increase passing trade for local businesses. 

The bridge will become fully accessible from December 
when a lift will be installed. 

Cllr Guy Nicholson, Cabinet Member for Regeneration, 
said: “The Wallis Road bridge is one of the vital pieces 
of legacy from 201 2. It will make a quick pedestrian 
route to the developments underway in our part of Queen 
Elizabeth Park, including the Copper Box and the jobs 
and commercial spaces being delivered by iCITY, and 
benefit existing businesses with increased footfall. 
“Together with the recently announced £8.5million 
upgrade of Hackney Wick station, the Wick is fast 
establishing itself as the UK’s centre for innovation in the 
broadcast, media and creative arts and tech sectors."

A NEW exhibition 
charting the 
development of 
Hackney from 
Tudor times to the present 
day has opened at St 
Augustine’s Tower. 

The borough’s oldest 
building is a fitting location 
for such a fascinating 
insight into Hackney’s 
history. Visitors can learn 
how a settlement has 
existed here since Saxon 
times, and see the way the 
landscape transformed from 
countryside to inner city. 

In Tudor times, Hackney 
was a haven for aristocrats 
who built country homes 
away from the smell and 
disease of the City, but 
within striking distance of 
the Royal Court. The village 
centre was the street now 
known as Narrow Way, 
near which courtier Ralph 
Sadleir built Sutton House. 

In fact, people would 
travel to Hackney to 
enjoy the charms of the 
countryside right up until 
the early 19th century, 
including diarist Samuel 
Pepys. Burial records for 
1630 show the earliest 
surviving reference to a 
black resident, Anthony, 
said to be 105 when he died. 

Hackney remained 
a farming community 
separated by a swathe 
of countryside well into 
the 19th century. Yet by 
the 1720s Daniel Defoe, 
the author of ‘Robinson 
Crusoe’ who lived in Stoke 
Newington, observed that 
Hackney had ‘trebled in 
size’. Poverty was growing 
and with increasing 
population levels came fears 
of rising crime. Hackney 
Marshes was particularly 
hazardous, with the 
highwayman Dick Turpin

said to hide out from the law 
in its midst. 

During Victorian times 
the area became much more 
industrialised, following 
improvements to roads and 
the introduction of railways. 
Hackney’s first train station 
opened in 1850 on the site 
of the current bus station off 
the Narrow Way. 

By the 1930s, lack of 
decent housing had become 
such a problem the local 
authority began large-scale 
slum clearance. Modern 
blocks were built on 
estates such as Pembury, 
Bannister and Northwold, 
which still remain today. 
Council house building 


was accelerated after 
the Second World War 
when bombing destroyed 
many of London’s homes. 
Hackney’s population also 
underwent radical change 
after the war. In the 1950s, 
the Windrush generation 
came from the Caribbean, 
drawn to London by work 
in the transport, health and 
manufacturing industries. 
The first generations of 
Turkish, Cypriot, Kurdish, 


Nigerian and Vietnamese 
residents arrived later. All of 
this helped make Hackney 
one of the most diverse 
places in the country. 

Now, after an interval 
of 100 years, Hackney has 
become fashionable again 
- with creative, media and 
tech industries replacing 
manufacturing and 
attracting a further influx of 
new residents.

J OHN Herbert has 
been busy: the 
first black British 
athlete to have 
competed in both the 
summer and winter 
Olympics, he has also 
trained many elite athletes 
before taking on his latest 
challenge - to establish 
an arts and community 
hub in Hackney. 

After studying art and 
design at Central School 
for Art & Design, John 
established a career as a 
creative director for media 
organisations including the 
BBC and ITV. He somehow 
also found the time to 
train as an elite athlete, 
representing Great Britain in 
the triple jump at the 1984 
and 1988 Olympics, before 
switching to bobsleigh at the 
Winter Olympics in 1994. 

Once he retired from 
international competition, 
John became a successful 
coach, mentoring some of 
the country’s top athletes 
including long jumper Jade 
Johnson, and Hackney 
triple jumper and Olympic 
medallist Phillips Idowu. 

He is also CEO of 
the London Coaching 
Foundation, which 
encourages young people 
from the capital to 
participate in track and 
field regardless of their 
ability, gender, race or 
social background. 

The former graphic 
designer was finally able 
to combine his love of 
all things creative and 
athletic, however, when 
he co-founded Cre8 Life 
Style Centre in Hackney 
Wick. The multi-discipline 
media, arts, sports and 


community hub was 
established in the former 
Old Baths in Eastway, E9, 
as a London 2012 legacy 
project. The aim was to 
narrow the gap between 
disadvantaged groups and 
the wider community by 
promoting employment 
opportunities through 
industry qualifications and 
work experience. 

Since art school John had 
a vision of getting ‘creatives’ 
together under one roof. So 
with co-founder and actor 
Leon Herbert, he organised 
a group of volunteers who 
cleaned up the disused 
Art Deco building and 
transformed it into a vibrant 
community space. 

John says: “We begged, 
borrowed and stole time 
to make this happen. You 
don’t need money. You need 
common sense.” 

The duo also improvised 
in order to complete the 
project on a limited budget 
including using damaged 
tins of paint from a local 
store, and making the 


outside decking from ‘urban 
driftwood’ - reclaimed and 
recycled materials from the 
Olympic Park. 

The centre boasts a 
production studio, gallery, 
theatre, cafe, large function 
space, and an outdoor eco 
hub - known as the Arc - 
which can host a plethora 
of events, pop ups and 
exhibitions. Upcoming 
highlights include an 
exhibition by Italian graffiti 
artist Hunto; pizza, beer, 
cocktail and music joint, 
the Dark Horse; and an 
exhibition by Neil Ferguson. 

John says: “Everyone 
should come and see the 
space, no matter how far 
fetched their idea, it’s worth 
a discussion, whether it’s for 
the five-a-side football pitch, 
or to volunteer for a patch in 
the garden.”

Q: My green sacks say you can put household plastic 
packaging in them. Does this include things like 
shower gel bottles? 



A: Yes, you should recycle all the bottles used around the 
house, not just drinks bottles. From the bathroom this 
includes shampoos, conditioners, shower gels, cleaning 
sprays, toilet cleaners and bleach. 

In the kitchen, it’s not just plastic drink and milk bottles 
that are recyclable. You can recycle yoghurt pots, 
margarine tubs, fruit and vegetable punnets, oil bottles, 
ketchup and other sauce bottles. 

Make sure all packaging is empty and rinse any food 
or milk out to prevent smells. Lids and tops are also 
recycled, so put them in your green sacks or communal 
recycling bins too. 

Plastics are melted down and turned 
into new bottles or other products 
like bin liners, carrier bags, 
fleeces, fillings for duvets, or 
CD and DVD cases.

‘Project Wild Thing’ 
highlights a downward 
trend in children’s wellbeing, 
which is being linked to 
more time spent indoors. 

It is the brainchild of 
David Bond and resident 
Ashley Jones who created 
a campaign to get more 
children outdoors enjoying 
nature, and captured it 
on film. The thought- 
provoking and amusing film 


uncovers some shocking 
facts, including research that 
claims youngsters today are 
the first generation that will 
have a lower life expectancy 
than their parents. 

The Hackney 
Picturehouse screening on 
27 October was followed by 
a post-show debate on how 
to get young people playing 
outside. Panellists included 
Kenya McKenzie, Hackney 


Youth Parliament member. 

The 16-year-old said: 
“Even two years ago, my 
schoolmates would interact, 
but now we just talk about 
what links we should watch 
on YouTube. I went on a 
camping trip, which was the 
best and worst experience 
of my life. I had to leave 
my phone at home, which 
was horrible, but I had the

Household rubbish to be collected on the same day as recycling 


THE Council is 
streamlining the way 
rubbish and recycling 
is collected for 45,000 
households in Hackney. 
From 4 November, 
people who live in 
homes without 
communal bins will 
need to put their 
rubbish out for 
collection on the 


same day as their recycling, 
instead of two different 
days of the week. 

This more efficient 
system will reduce the 
number of bin lorries 
on the roads, meaning 
less disturbance and 
congestion. Using fewer 
vehicles and crews is 
also expected to save 
the Council £500,000 


this financial year, and 
£200,000 the next. 

As well as making 
collections easier, it’s 
hoped the new approach 
will increase recycling 
and reduce the amount 
of taxpayers’ money that 
is spent on disposing of 
household waste in 
the borough. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 


Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“Collecting rubbish on 
the same day as recycling 
should make it easier 
for our residents. It will 
also mean fewer noisy 
bin collections and less 
congestion on our roads. 

“The more people 
that recycle, the more 
the Council has left to 


spend on services such 
as cleaning streets, 
filling potholes and 
maintaining parks.”

Be clear on cancer 


R esidents are 

being urged 
to ‘be clear on 
cancer’ and visit 
a doctor straight away at 
the first sign of any blood 
in their urine. 

The Council is backing an 
NHS campaign, which seeks 
to raise awareness of blood 
in urine as a symptom of 
bladder and kidney cancers. 

In Hackney, 60 people 
were diagnosed with 
bladder cancer between 
2008 and 2011, and of 
those 23 died. Some 52 
men and women were also 
diagnosed with kidney 
cancer in the same period. 

If bladder and kidney

cancers are diagnosed at the 
earliest stage, for example 
in the first year, survival is 
as high as 97 per cent. At 
a late stage, it drops to just 
25-34 per cent. 

Dr Jose Figueroa, the 
Council’s Deputy Director 
of Public Health, said: 
“Residents aren’t being 
diagnosed with cancer early 
enough because they aren’t 
going to their doctor with 
the first signs of cancer. 


“Early diagnosis can 
increase survival of bladder 
and kidney cancers to 97 
per cent, which is why it’s so 
important for people 
to visit the doctor if they 
notice blood in their pee, 
even if it’s just the once. 
These cancers are more 
treatable if found early.” 

Blood in urine is a key 
symptom in both bladder 
and kidney cancers. But, 
when asked to name 


cancer signs and symptoms, 
fewer than three in 
10 people mentioned 
unexplained bleeding. 

Other kidney and bladder 
cancer symptoms include a 
pain below the ribs 
that doesn’t go away; 
a lump in your stomach; 
needing to pee very often 
or very suddenly; and pain 
while urinating. 

The nationwide campaign 
will run until 20 November.

Children development review 

PARENTS are set to receive an invitation in the post for 
a review to check their 27-month-old child is happy, 
healthy and ready to learn. 

A new campaign has been launched by Homerton hospital 
and Hackney Learning Trust to make more residents aware 
of the service. 

All children in Hackney are offered a health and development 
review at 27 months, which is a good time to explore any 
issues concerning a child’s progress. The reviews will take 
place at the borough’s children’s centres, nurseries and 
some playgroups, and will be conducted 
by health visitors or early learning 
professionals. They can help 
with any questions parents 
may have on topics including 
speech development, healthy 
diet, and sleep patterns. 

Residents who have not 
received a review invitation 
should contact their health 
visitor, children’s centre or nursery 
to arrange an appointment. 

Volunteer as a ‘bump buddy’ 

A HACKNEY-based project designed to support vulnerable 
women through pregnancy is calling for volunteers. 

The ‘Bump Buddies’ scheme is managed by Shoreditch 
Trust and funded by City and Hackney NHS. Much of the 
work involves encouraging women to take advantage 
of maternity services, such as smoking cessation, 
breastfeeding support, or activities at children’s centres. 
Volunteers help the pregnant woman they have been 
partnered with in practical ways, such as attending 
antenatal clinic appointments with them, or going to the 
housing office or food bank together. 

There are two intakes of 
volunteers a year. They need 
i be able to commit to one 
day’s training a week for 
nine weeks.

HACKNEY Council is 
reminding parents that it 
offers free vitamins to all 
children aged under four 
who live in the borough. 

A report recently 
published by England’s 
Chief Medical Officer 
revealed a worrying rise 
in child malnutrition and 
found that 25 per cent of 
children are vitamin D 


deficient, leading to an 
increase in cases of rickets. 

As a result, the NHS 
said that all children 
should be offered vitamin 
supplements to safeguard 
their health. 

The Council is offering 
all children under the age 
of four - regardless of 
their parents’ financial 
status - the free vitamins. 


The Healthy Start for All 
programme also gives free 
vitamins to all women who 




are pregnant, breastfeeding 
or have given birth in the 
last 12 months. 



Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care 
and Culture, said: “The 
Council took the decision 
to pay for vitamins for all 
children under four, not 
just those on benefits or 
low incomes. It is vitally 
important that we invest 
in the health of every 
child and give them 


the best start.” 

Parents can sign up to 
the scheme at any Hackney 
pharmacy, or ask their GP, 
midwife, health visitor, or 
staff at a children’s centre 
for a registration form. 
Once registered, they can 
pick up their vitamins 
every eight weeks at any 
pharmacy without the 
need of a prescription.

S TOKE Newington 
Church Street 
was once famed 
for mansion-like 
houses with extensive 
grounds. It might be hard 
to imagine now, but the 
area was described as ‘a 
retired hamlet, separated 
from the Metropolis by 
an extensive district of 
meadows and cornfields’. 

Wealthy merchants, who 
desired attractive properties 
in the open countryside 
surrounding London, chose 
to live there. Many of these 
newcomers were members 
of the Quaker community, 
closely bound by blood ties, 
as well as shared political 
and philosophical beliefs. 

The smart three-storeyed 
houses on the south side 
of the western end of 
Paradise Row, now Church 
Street, had the greatest 
concentration of Quaker 
families. They were built 
by local bricklayer Edward 
Newens, who had already 
erected a number of houses 
along Church Street in 
partnership with carpenter 
Silvanus Horton. 

Newens and Horton 
leased three acres of land 
in 1721, and began to 
replace the existing old 
timber cottages. The first 
of their new houses were 
finished two years later 
and by 1734 there were six 
properties on the site, 12 
a decade later, and 15 by 
1764 - some detached and 
others terraced. The name 
Paradise Row was in use by 
1738, a suitable term for 
houses with large gardens 
and paddocks, overlooking 
quiet meadows. 

The situation may 
have been idyllic, but

residents were well aware 
that many others were 
not so fortunate, and 
it was in Paradise Row 
that important meetings 
took place concerning 
the movement to abolish 
slavery and the slave trade. 

Banker Samuel Hoare, 
chemist William Allen, 
and scientist Joseph 
Woods became part of 
a committee formed in 
1783 to bring the cause of 
abolition to the forefront 
of public attention, with 
meetings usually taking 
place at Hoare’s home, 
Paradise House. It was the 
largest house in the row 
and an especially grand 
building complete with 
pedimented porch, 
Corinthian columns 
and projecting 
wings, although 
rising damp from 
the adjoining New 
River eventually 


An Eden of sorts was 
still to be found at the west 
end of Church Street for 
some years to come, despite 
houses along the rest of 
the road gradually being 
divided up into tenements, 
or converted for industrial 
or business use, though by 
1881 Paradise House had 
become a school. 

As Stoke Newington 
expanded and its 
population grew, the 
gardens, paddocks and 
hayfields adjoining many 
of the Paradise Row houses 
were sold off for residential 
development. 

It was still deemed to 
be part of ‘one of the most 
charming sites in London’ 
in 1934, but as leases on 
the old buildings expired 
they were either replaced 
or redeveloped for 
new purposes. 

Glebe House and Paradise 
House were knocked down 


in the 1930s to make way 
for flats built by the London 
County Council, the same 
fate falling to Vincent 
House, Warwick House 
and Kennaway Hall in the 
early 1950s. The 1980s saw 
a change of heart when the 
whole of Church Street was 
declared a conservation 
area and the old buildings 
began to be restored. 

The remaining houses of 
Paradise Row, now 235-43 
Church Street, still survive.

drove Hoare out in 1790. 

Another prominent 
abolitionist was banker 
George William Alexander, 
whose home, The Willows, 
became a shelter for 
those escaping 
slavery and 
political 
oppression. 

Harriet 
Beecher 
Stowe, the 
American 
abolitionist 
and author 
of ‘Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin’, 
recorded visiting 
Alexander in her ‘Sunny 
Memories of Foreign 


Lands’ of 1854. She wrote: 
‘His place is called Paradise, 
and very justly, being one 
more of those home Edens 
in which England abounds 
. . . the air was fresh and 
sweet with the 
perfume of 
blossoming 
trees, and 
every thing 
seemed 
doubly 
refreshing 
from the 
contrast 
with the din 
and smoke of 
London. Our chamber 
looked out upon a beautiful 
park, shaded with old trees.’

Councillors have a range of 
responsibilities, including helping to 
oversee the Council and its services. 
They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local 
representative and ask them to 


take up issues that may be of concern. 
Generally they can help with Council 
related matters, but if the issue is 
the responsibility of another person 
or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and 
tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors 
representing areas called wards - 
see map opposite.

Bananas are a great energy snack on their own, providing potassium, fibre and 
vitamin C - and count towards your five a day. Jacinda State, Healthy Eating 
worker, said: “Bananas have been in the news recently, with estimates suggesting 
that one in 10 ends up in the bin, probably because they were overripe. That’s 
actually a great time to add them to cakes, smoothies and desserts as they’re a 
great substitute for sugar and add that extra bit of flavour.” 


Banana cake 

Serves 8 

Ingredients 


• 225g wholemeal 
self-raising flour 

•lOOg butter 

•150g light brown 
sugar 

•3-4 bananas (450g) - 
the riper, the better 

• 1 tsp bicarbonate of soda 

•2 eggs 

• 1 75g mixed dried fruit (raisins, 
sultanas, dates or apricots) 


Method 

• Preheat the oven to 1 80°C. Line a 
1 kg/2lb loaf tin with greaseproof 
paper 

• Place all the dry ingredients (flour, 
sugar and bicarbonate of soda) into 
a large bowl and mix together

* Add butter and cut it into smaller pieces to 
help it mix in better. Add the eggs and mix well 

• Prepare the bananas and drop them 
into the cake mix. If you like your 

* cake with a bit of texture, chop the 
bananas into small pieces; if you 

would prefer a smoother taste, mash 
them up 

• Add the dried fruit and mix well. If you're 
adding dates or apricots, make sure to 
chop them up before adding them 

• Spoon the mixture into your loaf tin and spread it out 
evenly, so the mixture goes right into the corners and 
the edges. You can gently tap the tin on the worktop to 
even the mixture out, or simply use a spoon or spatula 
to spread it out 

• Place in the centre of the oven and cook for one hour, 
or until done. To find out if the cake is ready, insert a 
skewer into the thickest part of the cake, if it comes 
out dry, it’s ready to go 

• Remove the cake from the tin and place on a wire rack 
to cool.

Review on the management of privately rented properties 


THE Living in Hackney 
Scrutiny Commission is 
asking for the views of 
tenants and landlords 
as part of a review of 
private rented housing 
in the borough. 

This sector has doubled 
in size in Hackney since 
2001. It now accounts 
for around 32,000 - or 
over 30 per cent - of 
households in the borough. 

Councils are already 
legally obliged to license 
certain types of larger 
properties. However, in 
response to evidence of 
poor management in other 
properties, some councils 
have used their legal 
powers to bring more 
private landlords into a 
licensing framework. 

This involves landlords 
applying for a licence and 


providing evidence 
that the properties 
they rent out meet a 
certain standard. 

Hackney Council is 
currently exploring 
whether or not there 
are any grounds for 
proposing an extension on 
its existing statutory 
licensing scheme to more 
properties in the borough. 

The commission is 


carrying out the review to 
make sure the Council, and 
other public sector 
organisations, are 
providing the best possible 
services for residents.
